1 . The instant application is a national stage entry of PCT/EP2005/000774 filed January 27, 
2005, which claims foreign priority to German Application No. 10 2004 004 720.0, filed January 
29, 2004.

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on July 21 , 2006 was in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97 and 37 CFR 1 .98.

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is not arranged properly.

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 17-23 are objected to for depending on a rejected base claim. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 
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Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 

5. Claims 15-16 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1 and 3 of copending U.S. Application No. 
10/585,590. 

This is a provisional double patenting rejection since the conflicting claims have not in 
fact been patented. 

An obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting 
claims are not identical, but an examined application claim not is patentably distinct from the 
reference claim(s) because the examined claim is either anticipated by, or would have been 
obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 
(Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 
759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 

Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other. Claims 1 and 3 of 10/585,590 encompass steps (a) (b) (c) and (d) of instant claim 1 
completely. The difference between the claims is that the instant claims comprise steps (b) and 
(c) wherein distillation occurs in a column and claim 1 of 10/585,590, the distillation occurs in a 
distillation apparatus, which can be a sieve tray column, bubble-cap tray columns, or columns 
having structured packing or random packing according to the specification of 10/585,590. 
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Additionally, instant claim 1 is drawn to the process comprising one homogeneously dissolved 
nickel (0) catalyst which is stabilized with phosphorus ligands selected from phosphines, 
phosphites, phosphinites, and phosphonites. Instant claim 1 of 10/585,590 is drawn to the 
processes which comprises at least one catalyst; however, the specification of 10/585,590 
discloses nickel (0) catalyst stabilized with the phosphorus ligands. It would be obvious, based 
on the specification of 10/585,590 to employ the same catalyst and phosphorus ligands in order 
to prepare 3-pentenenitrile. Finally, instant claim 1 contains a proviso that in process steps (b) 
and (c), the bottom temperatures do not exceed 140°C and the sum of the average residence 
times in the distillation apparatus in process steps (b) and (c) together is not more than 10 hours. 
These parameters are also discussed on page 18 of the specification of 10/585,590. Finally, 
instant claim 2 is encompassed by claim 3 of 10/585,590. One having ordinary skill in the art 
would have been motivated to make the aforementioned modifications because of the disclosure 
in 10/585,590.
